As 
she continued to run at practically the same rate, it was 
decided to carry her for the full year under strictly official 
test. Various rumors concerning the remarkable work of 
this heifer gained circulation through visitors at Beaver 
Dam, but the next official notice received of her work came 
in the form of a card from Supt. Gardner, dated May 29, 
1918, announcing a new world’s record for O. K. L. Albina 
in the eight months after calving division, her figures 240 
days after calving being 22.22 Ibs. butter, 465 lbs. milk, 
breaking the world’s record for butter production formerly 
held by Miss Valley Mead De Kol Walker and the milk rec- 
ord formerly held by Woodcrest Sarcastic Princess. How- 
ever she continued to gain and 282 days after calving ac- 
tually increased these figures for. both butter and milk, her 
final work in the eight months after calving division being 
23.03 Ibs.. butter, 465.6 lbs.. milk. In addition to giving her 
ms world’s championship for senior two-year-olds in this 
Vision, these latest figures took away from the junior 





honor of having the highest records 

for both milk and butter in the eight 

months after calving division. Now we have her complete 
figures for the year, 22,273.3 lb. milk, 962.96 lbs. butter.

pion official producer for butter by a very slight margin. 
It will thus be seen that the distinguishing character- 
istic setting apart O. K. L. Albina from the ordinary run 
of heifers is her persistency. While her short-time test 
when fresh was not unusual, eight months after calving 
she made practically as big a record for both milk and 
butter and raised the best preceding record in her class 
by nearly two pounds, although the former champion made 
about two pounds more than did Albina in seven days when 
fresh; and then in the test for the full year, although there 
are many Holstein two-year-olds that have averaged bet- 
ter than 70 Ibs. per day when fresh and her average was 
just under that figure, there has never yet been a senior 
two-year-old that could show so high an average for 365 
days. It will be noted that she averaged practically 430 
Ibs. milk during every one of the fifty-two weeks of her 
test, while her very best production when fresh was only

her week’s production, which is one of the greatest ex- 
amples of persistency we have ever seen. K. P. Manor 
Kate, the former world’s champion, produced less than 
thirty-nine times her week’s record in the year. Adding 
to the credit due O. K. L. Albina in this test is the fact 
that she carried a calf three months of the year, having 
been bred on July ist to Mr. Brady’s new herd sire, The 
Mighty Monarch. 

Admitting the ability of O. K. L. Albina as a producer, 
let us consider briefly the heifer herself and the pedigree 
she represents to see, if we may, whether or not she is en- 
titled to the ability she has so easily demonstrated. In the 
first place, O. K. L: Albina represents as near the ideal in 
Holstein type as ‘we have ever had the pleasure of seeing.

In the illustration at the 
head of this story, taken after she was well along with her 
year’s work, we would call particular attention to the gen- 
eral appearance of quality combined with capacity, the 
perfect top-line and shoulder, the deep middle and chest, 
the well balanced udder extending well forward, the char- 
acter expressed in the face and head, with the broad 
muzzle and large expressive eye, the fineness of her hide as 
evidenced by the wrinkles on her neck and shoulder, the 
width through the thurls, the strength--of loin and the 
general appearance of queenly grace. They: simply do not 
make them any better. When you can get such a combina- 
tion, of individual perfection with world’s record producing 
ability, you have approached the ideal of the constructive 
breeder. " 

..We have mentioned that O. K. L. Albina was a daughter 
of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, one of ‘the senior herd sires at 
Beaver Dam Stock Farm. This bull has a most interesting 
history. During ‘the first years of his life he was owned 
jointly by, his. breeder, Harry B. Davis, Chester, N. Y., with 
a, Holbert of Lake, N. Y. At that time Mr. Davis owned 
a‘half interest in Pontiac Korndyke and naturally was di- 
recting his energy in that direction using:Ormsby Korn- 
dyke" Lad but little. The Holbert herd was sold before 
any of the daughters were tested and they were widely 
scattered. The bull himself was rented here and there 
and no particular effort was made to develop his daugh- 
ters. The bull himself however, continued to develop into 
a remarkably outstanding individual and his quality so 
appealed to Mr. Schmid that he bought a half interest in 
him, Mr. Davis retaining the other half. Mr. Schmid also 
picked up a few of his daughters to see what they would 
do, When the first ones commenced to show what was in 
them, Mr. Schmid began systematically to pick them up

An interesting side light in connection with sKene tae

O. K. L. Pearl Tula finished her world’s record production 
in the eight months after calving division, the Californj 
‘heifer; Miss Valley Mead De Kol Walker, took from her the 
honor of the championship in this class, raising-her figures 
just over two pounds for the seven days. Now O. K. I, 
Albina, a sister of O. K. L. Pearl Tula, avenges the family 
honor by raising the bar above the California heifer’s fig- 
ures by practically two pounds. These two two-year-old 
daughters of Ormsby Korndyke Lad have records in the 
eight months after calving division averaging 21.09 Ibs, 
which is a show- 
ing duplicated by 
the daughters of 
no other sire re- 
gardless of his 
age or the nun- 
ber of daughters 
tested.

In studying the pedigree of O. K. L. Albina, we find 
there is ample warrant tor her perfection of form as well 
as her. producing ability. Her sire, Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad, has for his two nearest dams, Polly Posch, one of 
the first 34-lb. cows in the world and also one of the very 
first, if not the first cow, to produce better than 700 lbs. 
milk in seven days in two consecutive years and Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby, former world’s champion in the thirty-day 
division and one of the first 35-lb. cows. Her trans- 
mitting ability is too well known to need repetition at this 
time. Attention is simply called to the fact that Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad is a grandson of Pietertje Maid Ormsby, 
thus forming another link in the chain of evidence sup 
porting her claim to greatness, particularly along the line 
of individuality and long distance production. From the 
photograph of Polly Posch it will be noted that she also 
embodies the ideals expressed in O. K. L. Albina. On the 
dam’s side we find plenty of license for high ‘expectation.

The next dam, Valley Farm Albina, is a 16-Ib. three-year-old 
daughter of Pietertje Alban De Kol, one of the noted old- 
time sires and a three-quarter brother to Hengerveld De 
Kol and Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol. The third 
dam, a daughter of the justly famous Artis’ Adiantum’s 
Clothilde made her record of 9.85 Ibs. at the age of one 
year, 10 months way back in volume 8 of the Advanced 
Registry. These lines of breeding going back to Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad, Pietertje Alban. De Kol and 
Artis’ Adiantum’s Clothilde have produced a large num- 
per of the most famous animals of the breed and make a 
combination very familiar to every student of Holstein 
pedigrees during the early days of the development of the 
breed in this country. The work of Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad and his dam, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, the 
first 34-lb. cow requires no elaboration here. Attention is 
simply called to the fact that the dam of O. K. L. Albina 
is a sister to a 31,000-lb. milk producer and a sister to the 
sire of the only other cow of the breed producing better 
than 31,000 lbs. milk ina year. Thus it will be seen that 
0. K. L. Albina is not only a champion, but she is built 
like a champion and bred like a champion—and we take 
off our hats to her. 

In conclusion there is just one thought we wish to leave 
and that is the importance of these strictly official year 
records from the standpoint of breed advancement. The 
men who are making them spend a lot of good money

old record of just 24 
a daughter of Aaggie 
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carrying on an official test for 365 days, placing the 
performance above the slightest “shadow ,of doubt. They 
have demonstrated the possibifitiés:.of Holstein produc- 
tion in a way leaving absolutely no loophole for criticism 
or unbelief. None of the records made by other breeds 
have ever been so carefully ‘and thoroughly verified, al- 
though they call them “official.” But ‘of course, with the 
size of their records no one would question particularly the 
ability of a cow to actually produce the amount of milk 
and butter claimed. It is different with the records of some 
of our Holstein cows. They would tax the public credulity 
if the supervision were not so strict that we know the cow 
has actually produced all that is credited to her. These 
strictly official year records serve therefore not only to 
prove to the general public that such and such a Holstein 
cow or heifer has made the record claimed, but they estab- 
lish the reliability of every one of our semi-official tests. 
Therefore, when one of our good breeders succeeds in bet- 
tering all the preceding records for production by an animal 
that he has carried under full official supervision for the 
entire year, we, as breeders, should take delight not only 
in honoring his achievements as a breeder and developer 
of Holsteins, but we should give him our sincerest thanks 
for going to the extra expense of a form of record which 
will prove of the greatest possible benefit to the breed as 
a whole, as well as to himself. Therefore, as with O. K. L. 
Albina, we take off our hats to every breeder who has made 
an outstanding strictly official year’s record and in par- 
ticular to Mr. Julius Schmid of Beaver Dam Stock Farm 
for the benefit he has done the breed directly in developing 
and bringing out O. K. L. Albina in this particular way.

HE Holstein show at the Dairy Cattle Congress last 
T week was very thin as far as numbers go. Nobody 

showed a full herd and but three exhibitors showed 
nine animals or more. Cass Farm Co., of Iowa, showed 14, 
Mayowood Farm of Minnesota brought out 13, H. O. Larsen 
of Iowa had a string composed of 9. E. J. Erickson of Iowa 
brought 4 with him while J. H. Cleverly of Iowa showed 2 
and A: J. Westfall of Iowa and Chestnut Bros. of Kansas 
showed a single animal each. This was the whole show. 

Judge Moscrip had an easy afternoon’s work. of it on 
Tuesday in disposing of the bull classes. In the aged bull 
class he had but two to place, while but a single three- 
year-old animal faced him. The two-year-old class found 
him with but two choices while the yearling bull class had 
just enough entries to take up the four prizes. The senior 
calf class for bulls brought out five entries and the junior 
class was down to three again. 

In the female classes the following morning the 
entries were still fewer for in two classes there were but 
single entries and in one class no entries whatever. The 
senior heifer class however brought out the feature of the

Johanna Bonheur Champion 2d was the outstanding 
winner in the aged class for bulls and followed through 
the senior and Grand championships of the show. His com- 
petitor was the Mayowood entry and while the son of 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad Jr. was good in every way 
and had been doing well on the circuit he met his match in 
the beautiful bull that Chestnut Bros. brought from Kan- 
sas, their only entry by the way.

THREE FAMOUS COWS 


kach of Which Has Produced a 
Century Son 


Pontiac Lunde Hengerveld is known 
not only as one of the best daughters 
Hengerveld De Kol ever sired but 
through her son, King of the Pontiacs, 
she has become one of the few really 
great cows of the breed. Pontiac 
Lunde Hengerveld made records of 
28.41 lb. butter from 559.8 lb. milk in 
7 days and 114.82 lb. butter from 
2405 Ib. milk in 30 days at the age of 
5 years. In addition to having pro- 
duced King of the Pontiacs with 28 
daughters above 30 Ib. she is dam of 
Queen of the Pontiacs whose son 
King Segis Pontiac Emperor former- 
ly headed the herd of A. W. Morris & 
Sons of California. She has more 30- 
lb. granddaughters than any other cow 
that ever lived. Owned at the time 
of her death by Stevens Brothers Co. 


Belle Korndyke, the fountain head 
of the Korndyke family, and univer- 
sally known as the dam of Pontiac 
Korndyke and grandam of King of the 
Pontiacs. In 1898 she made an official 
record of 25.77 lbs. butter from 509.8 
lb. milk and on this production was 
awarded first prize by the Association 
for the year 1898-1899.

The New Mill Feed Regulations 


The U. S. Food Administration has promulgated new 
regulations looking to a wider distribution of wheat mill 
feeds, and the limiting of their use almost wholly to dairy 
purposes. The text of these regulations appears in full 
on another page of this number of the World. Before con- 
sidering the various aspects of these new rulings, it might 
be well to review hastily the condition they are aimed to 
meet. In the first place, the Government is maintaining 
an artificially low price on wheat by-products, making 
them by far the most economical commercial feeds on the 
market today. In consequence a large proportion of the 
available supply is snapped up by feeders near the mills, 
while those at a distance have considerable difficulty in 
securing any at all. This condition has been observed parti- 
cularly in the important dairy sections of New York, where 
the supply of the economical wheat feeds has been very 
uncertain at best. This condition has resulted in the use 
of less concentrates for dairy cows, as the prices of feeds 
other than wheat by-products in many cases seemed prohi- 
bitive. Thus when these higher priced feeds were used in 
any but the most efficient dairy machines, the cost of 
production mounted to a discourging level, and where no 
grain at all was used, there was of course a corresponding 
decrease in production. The situation is further aggra- 
vated by the needs of our Allies for concentrated feed 
stuffs for their dairy cattle. In spite of wholesale reduc- 
tions in numbers, and the limiting of use of milk almost 
entirely to children, and, in Mr. Hoover’s words, “other 
vitally necessary national uses, any failure on our part to 
supply them with necessary feedstuffs for their dairy herds, 
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means that we shall have cut into the ac 
children amongst the Allies. Hence during ae oe 
year to a greater extent than ever before we shall aa 
whole wheat grain to Europe for milling there, thus e¢ a 
mizing in shipping space, and supplying them at the bese 
time with bread for their tables, and feed for their on 
cows. No sacrifice will be too great for us in makin i 
possible to carry out this well-conceived program de 
nothing that has been or will be asked of us will ‘on 
approximate the trials which our brothers in arms a 
cheerfully bearing every day. * 

These new regulations therefore were drawn up in 
recognition of the vital importance—yes, the indispensa 
bility—of milk and dairy products in feeding the nation 
and the world at this time. The needs of beef animals and 
beasts of burden while fully recognized, must be made 
secondary to those of our dairy herds. In our judgment the 
are fairly drawn, and should bring about the desired sk 
sults with a minimum of inconvenience and trouble for 
any one. Briefly they provide that every farmer purchasing 
wheat feeds shall sign a pledge to use them only for dairy 
animals, poultry, young pigs, or young calves, or the pre- 
paration of a weekly bran mash for work animals, and 
further that he will not have at any one time more than a 
60-day supply of wheat feeds on hand. The regulations 
further provide that the output of the mills shall be allotted 
by states in the same proportion as the shipments of the 
year 1917, before the artificial prices were established. 
Exception to this ruling is made in the case of mills located 
in the drought-stricken areas of Montana, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas. 

We believe farmers in general will comply absolutely 
with the letter and spirit of the new regulations. Upon 
the degree of their cooperation depends .the success or 
failure of the project. They are given this assurance, how- 
ever, by Mr. Hoover. Unless this cooperation can be ge- 


cured completely, it will be necessary to remove all price 
restrictions on mill feeds, and allow them to take their 
natural course—which would probably mean about $60 per 
ton for wheat bran in New York State today. 


THE OUTLOOK FOR TESTING 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


REQUENT letters and telegrams from Holstein-Frie- 
F sian breeders call my attention to the existing scarcity 

of supervisors and the disappoinment of owners at not 
being able to obtain men promptly and just when they 
need them most to get best results from the cows. No 
one aside from the owner can understand this disappoint- 
ment or feel it more deeply than I; and every owner s0 
disappointed has my entire sympathy. 

The present business of our country is war—war to 
the uttermost of our ability; and all other business must 
take second place till the war is won. The German people 
by its arrogant disregard of the rights of other peoples, 
and by its effort to force its will and so called Kultur up- 
on the world, has made the situation what it is; and peace 
cannot come to the world till this arrogant spirit is beaten 
and crushed, and it is forced to recognize justice and the 
rights of others. Till then we must have war. 

Two years ago and before war necessities had 
changed conditions everywhere, we had over 1,200 super- 
visors employed in advanced registration work. For the 
most part they were just such young men as the country 
needed for the business of war; and the Government has 
called the great majority of them to the colors. The State 
Colleges are doing their best to replace as many of these 
young men as possible with men not fitted for war ser- 
vice, and are even trying to induce competent young wo- 
men to take up the work. But with the best that can be 
done, it is feared that it will not be possible to furnish su- 
pervisors as fully and promptly as in the past, and 
breeders are asked to aid in making the services of those 
available reach as far as possible. 

This can be done by bunching the cows in large herds, 
and by joining with neighbors to make a bunch where the 
herds are small. Also, unless cows promise exceptionally 
well, the tests ought not to be extended to cover thirty or 
more days. When fellow breeders are waiting for super- 
visors, no one should keep any man longer than is actually 
needed. It will be well for our breeders to give the long- 
time semi-official test preference, because the colleges 
will make special effort to take care of the monthly test 
periods. Should any monthly test period be omitted be- 
cause of the college not being able to furnish a super- 
visor, the tests will not be lost, as the credits for the 
month in question will be computed by using the per cent 
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ed by averaging a results = the test periods of 
nd succeeding months,

WAR AND POSTERITY 


NAVOIDABLY many of the millions of men now 
U struggling on the battlefields of Europe will not re- 

turn to their homes. The absence of these millions 
from homes is inevitably cutting down the birth rate of 
every nation at war. With the flower of our youth engaged 
in the Nation’s defense, at a time when normally homes 
would be established, the natural growth in population is 
checked. The realization of these conditions prompts the 
thought of national self preservation in the minds of lead- 
ers of all the great government and private agencies de- 
voted to problems of our national life. 

The Children’s Year, launched by the Women’s Com- 
mittee of the Council of National Defense, under the leader- 
ship of the Children’s Bureau of the United States Govern- 
ment, is a campaign to preserve to the Nation the lives 
of a hundred thousand children who normally die from pre- 
ventable causes through the unconscious ignorance of par- 
ents. 

The admittedly large percentage of army draftees, who 
fall short of necessary physical development for admission 
to the army, has directed the attention of all to deficiencies 
in our home life, as applied to the rearing of children 
born in American homes. The wonderful results attained 
in our American camps show that much may be done by an 
aroused people to insure stronger, healthier men and wo- 
men. These are the motives which prompt the Children’s 
Bureau, the Department of Agriculture, the Food Admin- 
istration, and the Bureau of Education to join with the 
National Dairy Association in presenting to the American 
people, through the medium of its annual exhibition at Col- 
umbus, Ohio, October 10 to 19, not only the aids and in- 
spiration to greater dairy production, but the more vital 
consequences of the relation of dairy production to human 
preservation and welfare. 

Hundreds of thousands of mothers and fathers have 
yet to learn the undisputed fact of science that nature

locks up in milk an essential something necessary to the 
fullest development of child life. The cow, “the foster 
mother of half the human race,” is so called because half 
the babes born to man must depend upon her milk and all 
children should, through their early life, have a liberal 
portion of milk and butter if they are to develop into 
strong, virile, prepotent men and women. The uses of 
these dairy products, the saving of these young lives, will 
be fascinatingly presented to the public by actual demon- 
strations in the use and preparation of dairy products by 
the Children’s Health Conference, conducted by the Na- 
tional Children’s Bureau, where parents may bring their 
children and have them examined by Government experts, 
and where they may receive helpful suggestions for im- 
provement in the development of their children. 

Infant welfare workers, public hygiene authorities, 
visiting nurses’ associations, mothers’ clubs, home eco- 
nomics associations, teachers of domestic science—in fact 
all men and women engaged in the problems of conserva- 
tion and improvement of child life, are invited by the 
Government to take advantage of this first great Welfare 
Exposition held at the National Dairy Show.

GETTING ON TO THE RIGHT TRACK 


T a recent meeting of the Advisory Committee of the 
New York State Mayors’ conference, held in Syra- 
cuse, resolutions were adopted regarding the milk 
situation, which indicate that these officials are getting on 
to the right track in solving the question of their milk sup- 
ply. This committee is making the suggestion to the State 
Food Administrator that a sliding scale of prices to the 
consumer be fixed, based on a fair price to be received by 
the producer, and expense of distribution, plus a reasonable 
profit to the distributor, taking into consideration local and 
war time conditions. This sliding scale shall be based on 
investigation in all parts of the state and not in New York 
City alone. The following quotation from the resolution is 
significant. “It is our opinion that no relief to the consumer 
can be obtained from an investigation of the cost of pro- 
duction, but that relief can be obtained as a result of the 
investigation in the cost and method of distribution.” It 
is indeed, an encouraging sign of the times when a commit- 
tee representing the Mayors of the entire state, which 
might reasonably be expected to figure entirely from the 
standpoint of the consumer, recognizes the fact that the 
producer is entitled to a fair price for his product and also 
that relief in the present situation should come from more 
efficient distribution and a reduction of the spread between 
milk prices at the farm and at the door of the consumer.

Pledge of Honor for Mill Feeds 


To distribute wheat mill feeds more 
uniformly and to check their lavish 
use in areas surrounding mills where 
this feeding stuff is very cheap, the 
Food Administration announces a 
pledge card system of control effec- 
tive October 1, 1918. The plan finally 
chosen from among those considered 
gives American farmers a direct op- 
portunity to cooperate in securing re- 
sults which have an important bearing 
on our own agriculture and on the 
world food situation. The following 
explanation of the plan is addressed 
to farmers of the United States by 
Herbert Hoover, U. S. Food Adminis- 
trator: 


Mr. Hoover’s Message to American 
Farmers 


Use all Roughage Available 


Owing to the extension of the 
drought area, the shortening of the 
corn crop, the larger population in the 
country, and the Allied demands upon 
us for feeding stuffs for their own ani- 
mals because of their own shortage in 
produce of feed grain, it is necessary 
that we should exert every effort in 
the proper conservation of feeding 
stuffs during the next twelve months. 
It is necessary that we should ship a 
larger proportion of wheat as compar- 
ed with flour during the next twelve 
months than during the last twelve 
months to the Allied countries, be- 
cause their own shortage of feeding 
stuffs is such that if they are to keep 
alive their dairy herds, they must have 
a larger supply of wheat milled. 

Already, the milk supply in the Al- 
lied countries has been limited prac- 
tically to the supply of children and 
other vitally necessary national uses, 
and any failure on our part to supply 
them with necessary feed stuffs for 
their dairy herd means that we shall 
cut into the actual safety of the child- 
ren amongst the Allies. On the other 
hand, both our own population and the 
Allies are dependent upon our produc- 
tion of animal products, and we do not 
in any way wish to stifle this produc- 
tion. What we must secure is the ut- 
most conservation in feed, and the 
total elimination of waste by the care- 
ful feeding of animals and the use of 
all the roughage available. 


Dairy Production is in Danger 

One of the difficult problems is the 
distribution of wheat mill feeds, and 
this is made more difficult by the fact 
that the Food Administration, in an 
endeavor to protect the farmer, is 
maintaining an artificially low price 
on these feeds. One consequence is 
that a great deal of mill feeds are now 
going unnecessarily into work animals 
or beef production. Every farmer will 
recognize that the wheat mill feeds 
are vitally necessary for the dairy cat- 
tle, to some extent for the poultry, and 
for young pigs. Owing to the absorp- 
tion of mill feeds at local points near 
the mill, considerable sections of the 
dairy industry are practically without 
mill feeds and our dairy production is 
thereby in danger. 

A Pledge of Honor 

With view to correcting this, so far 
as possible, the Food Administration 
desires to appeal for the assistance of 


the farmers of the country in the use 
and distribution of wheat mill feeds, in 
addition to general conservation of 
feeding stuffs. In this view, we are 
asking every buyer of wheat mill 
feeds, outside of the acute drought 
acrea, to sign a pledge of honor not to 
use the wheat mill feeds for any pur- 
pose except the essential use in dairy, 
young pig and poultry production, and 
not to purchase or hold at any one 
time more than 60 days supply. Unless 
we can secure this careful and special- 
ized use of mill feeds our dairy produc- 
tion in the congested Eastern areas of 
the United States is bound to fall and 
to jeopardize the food supply of our 
people in that section. Otherwise it 
will be necessary to release the price 
restrictions on mill feeds and allow 
them to take their natural course. 


Mills and Dealers Notified 


With a view to securing this cooper- 
ation from the farmers all over the 
country in the interests of their indus- 
try as a whole, we are instructing the 
mills and all dealers in feeds to secure 
from the buyer of wheat mill feeds the 
following pledge: 


In order to assist the Food Ad- 
ministration in the distribution of 
wheat mill feeds, I hereby under- 
take on honor not to use wheat 
mill feeds for any other purpose 
than the feeding of dairy cattle, 
poultry, young pigs, or young 
calves, or the preparation of a 
weekly bran mash for work ani- 
mals. 

I will not feed any more wheat 
mill feeds than is customarily fed 
to such animals, and I further 
agree not to have at any one time 
more than a 60-day supply of 
wheat feeds on hand. 


The Distribution Ruling 


As an additional means of control 
the Food Administration has issued a 
regulation directing distribution by 
states so that the former normal 
movement of wheat mill feeds may be 
maintained as nearly as possible. This 
ruling is national in its scope but with 
exceptions for certain states where 
drought has been acute. The text of 
the ruling follows: 


RULE M. S. 32. (effective October 1, 
1918) MILL FEED TO BE DISTRI- 
BUTED AS IN 1917. The wheat mill- 
er shall distribute all mill feed manu- 
factured by him equitably between the 
different States of the United States, 
in such manner that during each calen- 
dar quarter on and after Oct. 1, 1918, 
the amount of wheat mill feed shipped 
into any State shall not be a less per- 
centage of his total shipments of mill 
feed during such quarters than was 
shipped into such State in the cor- 
responding quarter of the year 1917. 
Where shipments made in 1917 
were subsequently reconsigned to 
other points, the ultimate point of 
consignment shall be taken as the 
basis for the foregoing calculation, so 
far as the miller, from his records or 
best judgment, can judge as to the ul- 
timate point of consignment. This 
rule shall not apply to mills located in 
the drought areas of Montana, Colora- 


do, New Mexico, Neb

Under the system of 
distribution outlined, however, the 
benefits of low-priced mill feeds wij} 
be shared by a greater number of 
farmers than heretofore and the feed 
will be used in a manner to strength.

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programme presided over by President J. F. Cass following 
the dinner. 

J. H. Evans of Manitoba brought the greetings of this 
Canadian province to the Holstein banquetters. Mr. Evans 
who represented the minister of agriculture at the Cattle 
Congress had a war message breathing the fighting spirit 
and the spirit of brotherhood and cooperation that pervades 
the Dominion. He spoke at some length on the opportunity 
for the dairy industry in Manitoba. Mr. Evans believes 
there is a very large field for the Holstein cow in Canada 
and told of some of the work of his government in induc- 
ing Canadian farmers to take up the work of dairying. 

D. J. Murphy, president of the Iowa State Dairy Coun- 
cil followed Mr. Evans and outlined the work that had been 
done in his part of Iowa in the establishment of cheese fac- 
tories. Mr. Murphy believes in the adaptability of the Hol- 
stein in cheese making communities and substantiated his 
argument for the black and white by figures showing the 
prices paid for good grade Holsteins to carry on the pro- 
ducing for his section. 

Mr. Cass called upon Fred Merrill, a well known exten- 
sion man for some expressions regarding the dairy industry 
in Iowa. Mr. Merrill told of what great responsibility is 
placed upon the dairy cow under present conditions and 
took a stand for the retaining of every dairy cow, good, bad 
or indifferent. He pointed out the use of pure bred sires 
would result in a single generation in the upbuilding of the 
production of those sires’ progeny and in face of the world 
shortage of dairy cattle doubted the advisability of slaugh- 
tering any dairy animals. He advocated using every pure 
bred sire to the fullest extent however to build up in as 
short a time as possible, the production of every herd. 

John B. Irwin of Minnesota, a director of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association followed. He told of the investiga- 
tions made in the territory surrounding some of the larger 
centers which investigation showed farmers themselves to 
be one of the chief offenders as a class in the use of substi- 
tutes for dairy products. He believes that it will be neces- 
sary in order to make the campaign to sell dairy products 
a success to educate the producers as well as the consum- 
ers in the actual food value of dairy products. “Producers 
should know what they are selling as well as consumers 
should know what they are buying’, says Mr. Irwin. 

PD. D. Aitken, president of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation was the final speaker of the evening. Mr. Aitken 
took occasion to “scold” Iowa farmers a bit for what he 
termed a “chesty” feeling over the producing ability of 
their state. He called Iowa farmers “The favored of the 
Lord” and compared the effortless productivity of Iowa soil 
with the worn out soils of eastern states. Mr. Aitken told 
the Iowans that they should not feel too much elated over 
their own showing as the third dairy state of the union but 
that with their resources and their progress they should 
be up in front of the procession instead of a mere third 
as a dairy state. In discussing the association and its af- 
fairs Mr. Aitken told of the educational campaign now un- 
der way for the greater consumption of dairy products. He 
told the Iowa Holstein men to boost the dairy industry for 
he felt that in so doing they would be boosting their own 
industry most forcefully. 

The fear that too high a price for butter and dairy pro- 
ducts would result disastrously for the industry was ex- 
pressed by the speaker who foresaw the effect that such a 
condition would have. Too high prices would force the 
use of substitutes in greater quantities than at present and 
the removal of the government demand for the products of 
the dairy later on would leave the dairy industry without a 
market. The home markets are the stable solid markets 
that will take care of dairy products of the future accord- 
ing to Mr Aitken and to alienate them now by forcing the 
use of substitutes will have a very bad later effect after 
the hah‘t of using substitutes is well formed. Educational 
proraganda is the only offsetting force and that cannot 
work against an out-of-reason price for dairy products. Mr. 
Aitken has urged the adoption of a minimum price for 
dairy products but not an exorbitant one for the reason 
given above. The purchasing power of the United States 
and Allied governments will be used to maintain the min- 
imum price if it is once established. 

Mr. Aitken in outlining the plans of the National Dairy 
Council and the plans of the central committee of seven 
he was called upon to name some time ago, showed that 
the purvose was to work through the state dairy councils 
now being organized and which, in every state will reach 
the people through their own organizations. He pleaded 
for the united support of Holstein men in this work. He 
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urged breeders of purebred cattle wherever situated 
join the association representing their breed. Accord ’ 
to Mr. Aitken, no breeder has a right to avail himself of th 
privileges of an association if he is not willing to heip 
carry on the work that association is doing. Every an 
must pull his weight. 

The banquet was one of a series of successful events 
the Iowa men have been holding each year in connection 
with the Dairy cattle congress. The president of the Iowans 
is J. F. Cass, owner of Cass Farm and the secretary ig Fay 
C. Barney of the firm of W. B. Barney and Sons, Mr. Bar. 
ney however is now a member of Uncle Sam's fighting force 
being enrolled in the navy and located at one of the Chicago 
training stations. : 


THE KELOWNA HOLSTEIN BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION 
By PROF. JARVIE LEAN. 


The sunny Okanagan valley in British Columbia is 
known throughout the length of Canada for its ideal cli. 
mate, its splendid scenery, its wonderful fruit. Those who 
have visited the region always remember its various towns 
because of their hospitable progressive citizenship. 
Throughout Canada , Kelowna the central city of this fa- 
vored valley, shall hereafter be known as the first section 
in Canada where an entire community has organized an 
association for the breeding of one breed of dairy cattle. 

Not satisfied with their achievements with fruit and 
having proved for themselves that the incorporation of 
live stock in their farming is both necessary and profitable 
these people are planning large things in dairy husbandry. 
A few years ago the people of Kelowna buttered their 
bread with Alberta butter and had only canned milk for 
all purposes. The need of a market for their alfalfa, of 
fertilizer for their orchards, of rotation in their agriculture 
and of a reliable steady income resulted in the organization 
of a creamery. That creamery brought a greater prosperi- 
ty to the entire community. The longer it has been es- 
tablished the more solidly does the community support it. 

At first the cattle were of all kinds and all qualities. 
Pure bred sires were introduced, the different breeds were 
fairly tried and from several years’ experience and a 
study of the dairy industry a majority of the people became 
thoroughly possessed of the idea that only good animals of 
good breeding pay. 

At a meeting in March of 1918 about thirty farmers were 
present to discuss the question of the entire community 
breeding only one kind of cattle. The meeting was thor- 
oughly alive and harmoniously enthusiastic in regard to 
the principle, but showed some diversity of opinion upon 
the subject of which breed should be followed. The Hol- 
stein-Friesian was strongly in favor. There were a few 
men who lived near the open ranges and so liked Short- 
horns. Jerseys had once held sway in the valley and still 
had their lovers; Red Polls and Ayrshires both had their 
adherents. Decision on the question was postponed until 
all had time to think the matter out, for all felt that no 
issue should be forced. 

At the annual district dairymen’s field day held late 
in June the business was again prosecuted and finally put 
into form for action. The community agreed to breed 
Holsteins and to do everything in its power to further 
the interests of Holstein cattle. They agreed to co-operate 
in the purchase and use of pure bred sires. Twelve of the 
leading farmers banded together to purchase a number 
of pure bred Holstein females, looking toward the day 
when there should be nothing but pure bred Holstein herds 
in the entire district. Professor J. A. McLean of the 
University of British Columbia in assisting this work 
undertock to select and bring together the pure bred ani- 
mals desired. Already sixteen pure bred females have been 
purchased and delivered to the various members of the 
Association. The stock purchased has all been carefully 
selected for superiority of type and for productive breed- 
ing; it was obtained from the best herds in the Province 
and gives a foundation to the Kelowna herds that repre- 
sents years of careful breeding by such men as J. M. Steves, 
Frank Bishop, Wm. Paterson and other equally well- 
known breeders. 

The following men were the purchasers of these 
pure bred females: A. W. Cook, J. Murray, M. Herenon, 
J. Day, L. E. Taylor, A. Creighton, S. Price, W. Coventry, 
E. M. Carruthers, Wm. Spall. 

They are the leading men of Kelowna. They are the 
men wo have undertaken to give form to a splendid ideal 
and from their work will be built herds of Holsteins that 
will bring buyers from all parts of the land.

IMPROVEMENT OF DAIRY HERDS 
AT STATE INSTITUTIONS 
2 Ry Theo. A. Burnett 

N the fall of 1913 the Agricultural 
Fnsaaeant of the Ohio Board of 
Administration was organized. The 
state up to that time had been farm- 
ing the land owned by each institution 
separately, and each institution man- 
aged its own farm. The idea of con- 
solidation was advanced and, after 
an investigation was inaugurated, Mr. 
Chas. McIntire was employed to or- 
ganize the different state farms under 
one management. This activity was 
placed directly under the supervision 
of one member of the Ohio Board of 
Administration, and is now in the 
hands of Hon. I. S. Guthery, the agri- 
cultural member of the Board. Mr. 
Guthery has had years of experience 
in farm management, having farmed 
a large farm of his own in Marion 
County with success for a great many 
years. 

During the early part of 1914 a sur- 
vey was made of the dairies at the 
different state institutions, and it was 
found that the class of cows kept was 
not returning a profit on the amount 
of feed consumed. A standard was set 
for production at 6,000 pounds of 3.8 
per cent fat milk per cow, and when 
a cow did not produce this amount it 
was slaughtered and another cow pur- 
chased to take its place. A percen- 
tage of pure bred cattle was purchased 
for each herd, and the heifer calves 
from the pure breds are the only cat- 
tle raised and developed. In this 
manner in a few years all of our dairy 


herds wil be composed of pure bred. 


cattle. Ms 

In 1913, $98,000 worth of milk was 
purchased and $58,000 worth was pro- 
duced. During the past year $138,000 
worth of milk was produced and $32,- 
000 worth was purchased. This does 
not include the butter produced. at

HOLSTEIN SALE A GREAT EVENT FOR AUTAUGA COUNTY, ALABAMA 
Red Cross Calf Feature of Sale of Dairy Cattle by Ellis and Thomas 


The most important live stock event ever held in Autauga county took 
place Wednesday at Prathoma, the home of-Judge and Mrs. C. E. Thomas at 
Prattville, Ala.. when Judge Thomas and C. W. Ellis, Jr., of Cortland, N. Y., 
offered to dairymen and farmers the choicest lot of Holstein cattle that 
has ever been seen in this territory. 

The sale ring was located under the large trees at “Prathoma” and there 
was a large number of people present. Many came a long distance by automo- 
bile and railroad. Just before the sale proper started a beautiful heifer calf, do- 
nated by Judge Thomas and Mr. Ellis, was auctioned off by W. C. Wilson, of 
Carthage, Tenn., the auctioneer. After quite an inspirational patriotic address, 
Mr. Wilson asked for bids for the calf. Bid after bid of twenty-five dollars was 
offered, each bidder giving back the calf to be sold again. A number of these 
bids had already been turned in and as soon as these had been called out other 
bids were asked for. One by one those in the throng bid twenty-five dollars and 
gave the calf back to be sold again finally there were 28 of these twenty-five 
dollar bids. Then the bids for the actual sale-for-keeps of the calf were asked 
for. She finally went to Tom Hall of Montgomery for $225, making a total of 
$925 that this beautiful little heifer in her Red Cross dress, brought to the Red 
Cross chapter of Prattville. All ladies of the chapter formed a sort of guard of 
honor around the calf while she was being sold. 

The Red Cross women and girls sold ice cream during the sale and at 
noon they served a delicious lunch on the big front lawn of ‘“Prathoma,” 

Preceding the sale there were a number of short talks. Amongst those pres- 
ent and spoke for more and better dairy cattle in Alabama were Dr. J. F. Dug- 
gar, head of Alabama Extension Service; J. T. Watt, head of the Farm Dom- 
onstration Work in Alabama; and W. S. Doster, of Prattville. 

The average of the sale, excluding the calf was $175 and the cow bringing 
the highest price sold for $357.50. Judge Thomas stated later that he was 
well satisfied with the sale and that he planned for another distribution of Hol- 
steins in the spring. He said that the sale had not been arranged for profit, 
but to bring more fine dairy cattle into this territory to meet war needs and to 
help build up this section as to live stock. Those present declared it was one 
of the most worthy efforts ever made in Ala. to put fine cattle into the hands of 
the farmers at the farmers’ own prices. Both the banks of Prattville offered to 
lend any Autauga county farmer half value of each cow, and this offer was

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| A SUCCESSFUL METHOD OF HERD 


BUILDING 

Mention has previously be 
in these columns of the field meetin 
held by the Connecticut breeders . 
cently at the farm of the Wallace Hol 
stein Company of which R. E. Buell 
Wallingford, Conn. is manager, Mr. 
Buell also being President of the Cob, 
necticut Association. An extended ac. 
count of this meeting and a detailed . 
description of the farm and herd ap. 
pears in a recent number of the New 
England Farms from the pen of 
Prof. G. C. White of Connecticut Agri- 
cultural College. This article de- 
scribes in detail the method used in 
building up this herd and in view of 
the success that has been achieved 
under Mr. Buell’s direction, we are 
reproducing that portion of the paper, 
It will be remembered that in this 
herd have been developed no less than 
nine 30-lb. cows, which were shown in 
an attractive ilustration on page 26 of 
the Sept. 14th issue. Following is the 
clipping referred to. 


Soon after Mr. Buell took charge of 
the Wallace herd of cows—just plain 
“cows,” remember—he and the Wal- 
laces got their heads together and de- 
cided to start something, and they did, 
and Mr. Buell went on a still hunt for 
pure bred Holstein cattle worthy 
of use as foundation stock. That was 
seven years ago. He did not make a 
purchase until he had made up his 
mind what he wanted. In short he 
made it his business to study blood 
lines, and to get back to the fountain 
head. He finally came to the conclu- 
sion that he would tie up to the Colan- 
tha Johanna line. Having come to that 
conclusion he started in to buy “Co- 
lantha” females, and using “Colan- 
tha” bulls to the exclusion of ail other 
families. 

The way they worked it contains 
food for thought for others who may 
have a wish to build up a herd repre- 
senting notable blood lines but who 
haven’t the ready money to invest 
large sums in foundation stock. They 
purchased several very aged cows in 
some cases cows that had practically 
ceased to be useful except as bearers 
of calves. Whenever possible they 
would buy aged cows carrying calves 
sired by Colantha bulls. In this way 
they were able to secure blood of out- 
standing value without having to pay 
much for it. Mr. Buell says that the 
most he ever paid for a female was 
$350, and that price was the exception 


rather than the rule. 

Certainly, this is a novel way to get 
started in founding a herd but the 
plan worked admirably. For instance, 
one of the “toothless old dames” they 
bought was a 25-lb. daughter of De Kol 
2d’s Butter Boy 3d. She had been bred 
to Colantha Johanna Lad, a sire with 
111 A. R. O. daughters, 20 of which 
have individual records ranging from 
30 to 36 Ibs. The old cow presented 
her owners with a heifer calf, De Kol 
Hengerveld Belle 5th. She is one of 
the outstanding cows in the herd. She 
has a seven-day record of 674.6 lbs. 
of milk and 31.58 lbs. of butter, and 4 
single-day record of 100.1 Ibs.

ASSISTANT SECRETARY PEARSON 
RESIGNS 


Dr. R. A. Pearson has resigned from 
the position as Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture in order that he may re. 
sume his duties as president of the 
Iowa State College of Agriculture and 
Mechanic Arts. Dr. Pearson came to 
Washington at the urgent request of 
Secretary Houston shortly after the 
United States entered the war, the 
college having very generously con- 
sented to have him assist the depart- 
ment in the handling of the many 
emergency problems that had arisen. 
After an absence from the college of 
nearly a year and a half, Dr. Pearson 
felt that it was necessary for him to 
return to his former position and to 
give his entire time and attention to 
the affairs of the college. 

Secretary Houston, especially in 
view of the generous action of the 
college authorities and of Dr. Pear- 
son’s prompt response to the call for 
service, did not feel that he could 
consistently ask either the college or 
Dr. Pearson to niake further sacrifices 
and permit him to remain here longer. 
The Secretary expressed his gratitude 
to the Iowa State College for its kind- 
ness and consideration in temporarily 
releasing Dr. Pearson for service in 
the department and to Dr. Pearson for 
his loyal, zealous, highly intelligent, 
and efficient service. He requested 
Dr. Pearson, before actively resuming 
his former duties, to join, as president 
of the Iowa State College of Agricul- 
ture and Mechanic Arts, a small com- 
mittee of men familiar with food pro- 
duction and agricultural organizations 
and activities in this country which 
the department is sending to England, 
France, and Italy for the purpose of 
securing general information regard- 
ing agricultural prcblems and con- 
ditions in those countries. Dr. Pearson 
consented to do this, and is now in 
England with the party. Mr. G. J. 
Christie of Indiana has been nomin- 
ated to succeed Dr. Pearson.
